In
ISTO, when the Fronch and German hosts
wera gathering to measurs arms in one of
the preatest strugeles  of molern thmes,
those who were best acouainted with the
I'ronch forcos predicted their success, Na-
poleon IIL was told that bis avmy was in sn
pert condition, did npot need evon *‘a button
toa puiter,”  The first battles demonstraved
the absolute demoralization of the Freach
and the splendid condition of the Germans.
Superior organization, numbers, ana strategy
won,  But r'rance has created n new army
during the last twenly years of the vepublic,
There is no disputing the foot that it is in-
finitely superior to the army of 1570, " But it
cannot b moroe eager for o fight now than it
was then, Whether the odds would be
ngainst Germany, however. with her im-
mense army ol hardy and vigorous men, can
only be a mattor of conjecture until the two
